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REPORT 

Atlanta, Ga., January 1, 1920 
To His Excellency, 

Hon, Hugh M. Dorsby, Governor. 

Sir:— 

In accordance with law, I have the honor and pleasure 
of respectfully submitting to you my eighth annual re- 
port of the Department of Commerce and Labor for the 
term ending December 31, 1919. 

During the past year the work of the Department was 
along the usual lines, and owing to the co-operation re- 
ceived from aU classes of our people there were few dis- 
agreeable features. 

During 1919 labor in Georgia was very scarce, and 
there is every reason to believe that during 1920 condi- 
tions will be worse. There is a great demand for every 
class of labor, skilled and unskilled. The work of the free 
public employment offices in the State was such as to 
benefit a great many employers who needed labor and to 
direct to employment those who wished work. A good 
many laborers were sent to the farms of Georgia, but It 
• was much harder to induce labor to go to the farms bo- 
cause of the fact that the price paid by industries and 
other large employers in the cities and towns was very 
much greater than the farmers could afford to pay. It 
looks very much as if farm labor, as well as all other 
classes of labor, will be harder to secure in 1920 than in 
1919. The work of the free employment offices is "treated 
elsewhere in a separate article. The scarcity of labor in 
Georgia suggests that every possible effort should be 
made to conserve the labor we have in the State. Every 
few months I have found it advisable to send out an 
appeal to the sheriffs and chiefs of police in the effort to 
curb activities of labor agents. It was discovered that 
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the Southern Emplojonent Corporation, doing business 
in Atlanta, was sending labor out of the State. I imme- 
diately had a warrant issued for the proprietor and re- 
voked the license to do business. One of the defendants 
waa tried and was fined $1,000 and cost. I understand 
this case has been appealed to the Supreme Court. In 
other parts of the State labor agents have been detected 
and arrested for endeavoring to entice labor out of the 
State. The law regarding private employment agencies 
and emigrant agents should be amended so as to give 
greater protection to the people of Georgia. When the 
General Assembly convenes I will make appropriate 
recommendation to that body. 

There is a bill pending before the General Assembly 
to require the inspection of steam boilers. After this 
measure was introduced, ahd before the closing of the 
year 1919, there were boiler explosions within the State 
which resulted in the death of ten people and destroying 
thousands of dollars worth of property. Nearly all of 
the states of the Union have boiler inspection laws and 
unless Georgia establishes a standard and requires in- 
spection there will be dumped upon the State many of the 
defective boilers condemned in other states. A great many 
boilers of the State are insured and inspected at fre- 
quent periods by agents of the insurance companies. Jt 
is a matter of record that there has not been an explosion 
in Georgia of a boiler, inspected regularly, in fourteen 
years. It seems to me that this proves the value and 
need of State inspection of all steam boilers. 

During the year there were quite a number of deaths 
from elevator accidents. During the year hundreds of 
thousands of people use elevators and with the exception 
of thosG that are insured there is no inspection of eleva- 
tors. A number of deaths from elevator accidents are 
caused by the elevator passing rapidly upward before the 
door closes. Most of the doors close automatically but 
the movement is much slower than the swift moving ele- 
vator. Seeing the door open and thinking the cage is 
on the level with the floor men have lost their lives by 
falling into the shaft. In Atlanta some months ago an 
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accident of this kind happened twice in the same office 
building within less than two weeks. There should be a 
regulation requiring elevators to be equipped with what 
is known as a contact stop, or the law should be amended 
sa as to enforce a heavy penalty against the elevator 
operator who moves the cage before the door has closed. 
An elevator bill is pending now before the General As- 
sembly and I hope it will be given favorable considera- 
tion at the coming session, 

A "Workingmen's Compensation bill is also pending in 
the General Assembly, having been introduced at the 
close of the last session. Georgia is one of the few 
states which has not provided a compensation law. Dur- 
ing the past few months a committee from the Manufac- 
turers ' Association and the Labor Organizations has 
been endeavoring to perfect a bill which would be satis- 
factory to employers and laborers alike. It is probable 
that by the time the General Assembly convenes a satis- 
factory bill will be agreed upon by all of the parties at 
interest. There is no doubt of the fact that our pres- 
ent cumbersome laws should be changed so as to give 
greater protection to both employer and employee alike 
with reference to compensation when an injury results. 

I wish to avail myself of the opportimity of calling 
your attention to the fact that while the salary of the 
Commissioner of Commerce and Labor was last year 
increased by the General Assembly, no increase was ob- 
tained by any of the office force. The salaries of the 
remaining employees of the Department of Commerce 
and Labor have not been changed since they were estab- 
lished a number of years ago, and each I think is entitled 
to a reasonable increase in salary to meet the continued 
high cost of living. Likewise the Department is in need 
of a larger contingent fund. The cost of traveling over 
the State for the purpose of inspecting the various in- 
dustries as required by law, is very much greater than 
ever before. Hotel rates are continuing to increase, and 
railroad fare is much higher now than when the contin- 
gent fund was first established. 
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In conclusion, please permit me to take this occasion 
to express my warmest appreciation for the great consid- 
eration and many acts of courtesy and kindness shown 
me by your Excellency and the officials of the Executive 
Department during the past year. I have always foun<l 
your advice and counsel most excellent and your treat- 
ment of me has always been most cordial.

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FREE PUBLIC EMPLOYMENT OFFICES 

During the year 1919 there were free employment 
offices conducted in Atlanta, Augusta, and Savannah for 
most of the time. The office in Augusta was open con- 
tinuously to the public. In Atlanta the office was open 
all of the year except from October 11 to December 5, 
when the service was idle. In Savannah the service was 
continuous during the year up to December 10, when the 
service was closed. In addition, for a portion of the time, 
there were free employment offices open in Rome, Macon, 
Waycross, Columbus and Brunswick. There are now 
open, offices in Atlanta, Augusta, Columbus, Macon and 
Waycross, all of which are co-operating- and affiliating 
with the Department of Comn;erce and Labor, the Com- 
missioner of Commerce and Labor continuing to act aa 
. Director of Employment. During most of 1919 the ex- 
penses of conducting the free employment offices in 
Georgia were borne by the U. S. Employment Service. 
At the present time the U. S. Employment Service has 
very little funds available, and no nioney is contributed to 
the support of the free employment offices. In Atlanta 
the office is supported entirely by municipal appropria- 
tion and is conducted at the City Hall, where good work 
is being done. In Augusta the office is supported by 
municipal appropriation and the Y, M. C. A. of that city. 
The Augusta office is located in the Y. M. C. A. and is 
doing good work. In Columbus the office for some 
months was maintained by the Columbus Chamber of 
Commerce, but is now in the hands of the Y. M, C. A,. In 
Macon the Chamber of Commerce conducts the office. 
Likewise in Waycross. 

During the year 1919 positions were secured free of 
charge to both employer and employee alike, in the three 
offices conducted practically continuously for the year of 
Atlanta, Augusta and Savannah, no figures being given 
for offices which were not continuous, as foUows: At- 
lanta, 14,493; Augusta, 3,535; Savannah, 8,140; total, 
26,169. Of course, a great many more than were placed 
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applied for positions but for one reason or another noth- 
ing could be secured for tbem. Likewise very many em- 
ployers asked for help which was found to be imposible to 
fill. The total number of employees placed by the offices 
in Atlanta, Augusta and Savannah prove that free pub- 
lic employment offices are of very material aid in the 
proper distribution of help. A great many people do not 
know how to go about getting a position, and in very 
many more cases do not know to whom to apply when 
there is a reasonable prospect of securing employment. 
The public employment offices get in touch with em- 
ployers, find out their needs, the kind of person desired, 
amount of wages or salary, and know the proper person 
to send an applicant for a position. There is, there- 
fore, very little waste of energy. Of course, the employ- 
er, after all, has the last word, and frequently rejects the 
applicant ; it is likewise true that the applicant may refuse 
the position after he has secured all the infonnation 
available. The figures given above are for men and 
women who were ACTUALLY PLACED, that is, who ac- 
cepted the position offered and were put to work by the 
employer. 

PRIVATE {PAY) EMPLOYMENT AGENCIES. 
There are in the State twelve private or pay employ- 
ment agencies. The pay employment agencies charge for 
positions secured. There seems to be no uniform price 
but the average is about ten per cent of the first month's 
salary. For clerical and professional and for teachers, 
the fee charged by the pay employment agencies is much 
higher than ten per cent. During the year 1919 from re- 
ports submitted to this office as required by law, it is 
shown that the pay employment agencies secured posi- 
tions for 3,000 applicants.

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THE CLIMATE OF GEORGIA 

There is perhaps no state in the Union that can boast 
of as an advantageous climate as Georgia. The climate 
of this State is ideal for any kind of Tiusiness, profession 
or industry. There are no extremes of temperature for 
any considerable portion of time. It is very rare that 
there is any loss of life, either human, animal or bird,' 
from severe cold, and still less rare are there deaths from 
sunstroke. The heated period lasts but a few days, and it 
is not often that the temperature is below freezing for 
more than a few days at a time. Work in the open is 
seldom retarded because of extreme cold, and never be- 
cause of extreme . heat. The rainfall is distributed 
throughout the year and averaged in 1919, 54.91 inches. 
The smallest precipitation for any one month was in 
September when the average was 1.41 inches, and the 
greatest was in July when the average was 8.71 inches. 
The following information relative to climatic conditions 
in Georgia for 1919 was obtained from Climatical Data 
furnished this Department by Mr. Chas. F. von Herr- 
mann, Meteorologist for the Atlanta Weather Bureau:- 

Atmospheric Pressure. — The mean pressure for the 
year was 30.07 inches ; the highest recorded was 30.64 
inches on November 21st at Atlanta, Augusta and Macon, 
and the lowest was 29.44 inches on February 13th at 
Atlanta. 

Temperature. — The mean annual temperature was 
65.2°, or 1.6° above the normal. The highest annual 
mean was 69.2° (+1.9°) at Bainbridge and the lowest 
was 59.9° (+0.1°) at Eamhurst. The highest monthly 
mean was 82.4° for July at Statesboro, and the lowest 
41.0° for January at Ramhurst. The highest tempera- 
ture was 103°, recorded at Statesboro on July 14th and 
at Rome on August 7th; the lowest was 2°, recorded at 
Tallapoosa and Tate on January 4th. 

Precipitation. — The average annual precipitation was 
54.91 inches, or 5.55 inches above normal. The greatest 
annual total was 71.96 inches at Concord, and the least 
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was 40.32 inches (-6.77) at GlenuviUe, The greatest 
local monthly total was 18.14 inches at Concord in July, 
and the least was none at Concord, Itillen and Resaca in 
September. The greatest amount in any 24 consecutive 
hours was 6.36 inches at Savannah on Augrust ll-i2th. 
The greatest depth of snowfall (unmelted) was 5.0 
inches at Clayton. The average number of days with 0.01 
inch or more of precipitation was 103. 
• Winds. — Northwest winds prevailed during the year. 
The maximum velocity (for 5 minutes) was 60 miles per 
hour from the west on May 7th at Atlanta. 

Sunshine, Cloudiness, Humidity. — The average per- 
centage of sunshine was 62 (normal 61), with extremes of 
80 in September and 50 in February. The average num- 
ber of clear days was 167, of partly cloudy days 87, of 
cloudy days 111. The average relative humidity at 7 
a. m. (central time) was 82, at noon (lecal time) 58, at 
7 p. m. 69.

V UONTHI.Y STATE DATA FOB 1919. 
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A CONDENSED HISTORY. 
By Joseph T. Derry, Assistant Commissioner. 

The following is a condensed history of Georgia from 
the days of Oglethorpe' to the spring of 1919 : 

It was the intention of the foundei^ of Georgia that 
the settlers should cultivate indigo and mulberry trees, 
the latter for the feeding of silk worms from whose 
cocoons could be obtained silk fbr manufacture. The 
cultivating was the work of the settlers. Experts were 
employed for the production of silk. At the head of these 
workers was Lewis Camuse, a Swiss, whose correspond- 
ence with Oglethorpe, conducted in French, is among tiie 
most interesting writings of the early colonial times in 
Georgia. From the minutes of the Trustees of ,the 
Colony of Georgia who resided in London there is ob- 
tained an extract dated March 3rd, 1741, which will prove 
of interest to all who haVe a passion for delving into an- 
tiquities, and which reads as follows: "Received from 
the custom house a chest of silk imported from Georgia 
with the following attestation: 'We whose names are 
underwritten do hereby attest and certify, that the raw 
silk contained in the chest herewith sent was in our 
presence put into the same chest by Mary, wife of Lewis 
Camuse, after having been first weighed, which 
amounted to 45 pounds two ounces, avoirdupois weight ; 
that is to say, eight pounds part thereof had been man- 
ufactured and wound off by her in the town of Savannah 
in the year 1740, and 37 pounds 2 ounces, the remaining 
' part thereof, had been in like manner wound off by her 
the present year, 1741. And we do further attest and certi- 
fy that 220 pounds 14 ounces weight of cocoons orsilk balls 
were raised in Savannah in Georgia (the silk worms bejng 
fed with the mulberry leaves growing in said county) and 
had been delivered to Mrs. Camuse since April last, in 
order to enable her to carry on the said manufacture as 
she has done this present year. ' ' ' This statement was at- 
tested by Wm. Stephens, Secretary of the Colony, Thom- 
as Jones, Bailiff of Savannah, and Wm. Russell and Fran. 
Harris, Accountants. From Georgia silk a dress was 
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manufactured for the queen, who was much pleased 
therewith. But the silk industry was soon ahandoned as 
was also the cultivation of indigo, and for several years 
before and after the achievement of independence Geor- 
gia manufactures were chiefly the spinning of cotton or 
woolen yams with farm spinning wheels or the weaving 
of these homespun goods on domestic looms, which 
home industries were the forerunners of Georgia's great 
textile mills of today. On the large jilantations and on 
some of the smaller ones it was common to hear the 
whirr of the spinning wheels and the rattle of the looms. 
And every well-appointed farm had its blacksmith and 
wagon shop. There were also numerous neighborhood 
mills for grinding corn or wheat and others for saw- 
ing lumber. The articles of common family use manu- 
factured on farms in 1860 were valued at- $1,431,413. 
The domestic or home manufactures exceeded in value 
those of like industries of the great manufacturing states 
of the North. They had a steady growth with the open- 
ing of new plantations and continued to increase in pro- 
duction and value until the manufacturing establishments 
of Georgia had so increased in number and production 
that the farmers found it cheaper to buy even homespuns 
than to manufacture them on the farms. 

The invention of the cotton gin in Georgia by Eli Whit- 
ney in 1792 at the request of the widow of General Na- 
thaniel Greene, by the impulse which it gave to the cul- 
tivation of cotton gave to the Southern farmer his great- 
est money crop and to textile manufacture the material 
from which could be made cheaper cloth than that from 
wool or flax and better suited for general use. 

As early as 1811 the Bolton CoUon Mill was built on 
Upton Creek nine miles southeast of Washington, the 
present county seat of Wilkes county. But this mill had 
soon failed. The first successful cotton mill in Georgia 
and asserted to be the first south of the Potomac, was 
commenced in 1827 at Whitehall near Athens and was in- 
corporated in 1828 as the Georgia Factory. John White 
was made superintendent and his descendants to this day 
own the mill and operate it under the name of the Georgia

. Manufacturing Conipaliy, which being the first successful 
venture of this class is rightfully ranked as the pioneer 
of Georgia's textile industry. 

Although Georgia ranks with the foremost of the Ag- 
ricultural States of the Union, she has also become a 
great manufacturing State, forging ahead at an ever in- 
ereasing pace. HeF progress on this line began to at- 
tract the notice of outsiders in 1850. At, that time the 
total manufacturing establishments in Georgia numbered 
1,522 and were distributed among the several counties 
as herein named. 

In Baker county 12 establishments, among which were 
three saw mills, each capable of cutting four thousand 
feet of lumber a day. 

In Baldwin county were 3 establishments, the most im- 
portant being the Milledgeville Manufacturing Company 
with 3,100 spindles and 53 looms. 

In Bibb county were 82 manufacturing establishments, 
-among which were the Macon Cotton Factory, the equip- 
ment of which is not given in the records, and two exten- 
sive foundries manufacturing steam engines, boilers and 
pipes for the same, saw and grist mill madiinery, bark 
and sugar mills, rice thrashers, castings, etc. 

In Bulloch county were 3 manufaeturing establish- 
ments, the kind not named. 

In Burke county there were 41 manufacturing estab- 
lishments, mostly grist and saw mills. 

In Butts county were 14 manufacturing establishments, 
of which the most important was the Planters Factory at 
the seven islands on the Ocmulgee Kiver having a capital 
of $50,000. 

In Camden county were reported 5 manufaeturing es- 
tablishmentSj the kind not stated. 

In Campbell county were 18 manufactories, chief of 
which was the Sweet Water Factory with a capital of 
$50,000, producing 750 pounds of yams a day. 

In Carroll county were 16 manufacturing establish- 
ments, kind not given. 
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In Cass (now Bartow) county were 8 manufactories, 
kind not stated. 

Chatham county bud 13 mauufacturies in 1850, among 
which the most extensive were the rice mills and foun- 
dries. Commerce and trade were the main pursuits of 
the people of this county, most of whom lived within the 
limits of Savannah. 

Chattooga county had 10 manufactories, one of which 
was the Trion Factory, having at that time 864 spindles 
and 10 looms. The mill was on the Chattooga River five 
miles north of Summerville and was run by water power. 
Cherokee county had five manufactories. Gold had 
been mined for several years and the marble quarries 
were a source of profit to the owners. 

Clarke county had 55 manufactories in 1850, the most 
important at that date being the Georgia Factory, pre- 
viously mentioned. It had 1704 spindles and 20 looms. 
There was also the mill of the Princeton Manufacturing 
Company, completed and at work in 1837. Another cot- 
ton factory was at High Shoals, finished in 1845 and in 
that part of Clarke which is now Oconee county. An- 
other of Clarke's cotton factories in 1850 was Mars Hill 
on Barber's Creek, on which was also the Pioneer Paper 
Mill, which manufactured writing, printing and wrapping 
paper. At Watkinsville, now the county site of Oconee, 
was a taniiery and shoe factory and a fulling mill for 
hides. This establishment was supplied with water from 
a spring fifty yards distant and turned out from seven 
to eight thousand pairs of shoes per annum. One saw 
mill and one grist mill must be added to the chief man- 
ufactories of Clarke county. 

-Cobb county had 10 manufacturing establishmente. 
Among them was Denmead's Mill,. which turned out 125. ' 
barrels of flour in a day. The Marietta Tannery pre- 
pared 7,000 hides in a year. At Roswell the Roswell 
Manufacturing Company had two cotton mills, one wool 
factory and one flouring mill. At Marietta, Wm. Mc- 
Flesh and Company had extensive variety works, making 
all kinds of furniture, sashes, blinds, etc. On Niekajacl; 
creek was. another, factory. 
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In Columbia connty were ten small manufacturing es- 
tablislunents. Coweta county had 52, of which none at 
that time were very large but turned out products worth 
$157,000. Five were listed in Crawford county. Four iu 
Dade. Two in Decatur. There were 45 manuf aetoriea in 
DeKalb county, which at that time included what is now 
Fulton and had four towns, Decatur, Atlanta, Lithonia 
and Stone Mountain, In Atlanta, which in 1850 contained 
2,500 inhabitants, there were one steam flouring mill, one 
iron foundry and machine shop, three carriage and wheel- 
wright shops, 2 large tanneries, 1 large ahoemaking es- 
tablishment, besides 2 other large tanneries and shoe- 
making establishments in course of construction. In addi- 
i tion to the machine shops of the Georgia and State (now 
Western and Atlantic) roads another ear shop was going 
up as a private enterprise. Commerce and trade gave birth 
to railroads and these factors produced Atlanta, which 
has been further nourished by manufactures until the 
[Terminus of 1837 has grown into the great city of today, 
one of the greatest assets of Georgia and the whole 
Southeast. At Lithonia and Stone Mountain the stone 
cutters were in 1850 by their diligent labors preparing 
the way for the great enterprises of today. The area 
of the DeKalb county of 1850 now embraces the two 
counties of DeKalb and Fulton, with the great city of 
Atlanta, and the small cities of East Point, College Park 
and Hapeville in Fulton, and Decatur, Stone Mountain 
and Lithonia iu DeKalb, with hundreds of manufactories 
in and around them. All these separate municipalities 
are closely connected. 

Dooly county in 1850 had 8 manufacturing establish- 
ments: Early, 11; Elbert, 20; Fayette, 6; Floyd, 15; For- 
syth, 8; Franklin, 4; Gilmer, 5; and Greene, 47. All of 
the above 124 establishments were small with the excep- 
tion of two on the Oconee Biver in Greene county. These 
were a cotton factory of 2,000 spindles at Scull Shoals 
and another known as the Outright Manufacturing Com- 
pany with a cotton mill of 4,000 spindles, at Long 
Shoals, and having also flouring and saw mills and an 
elegant stone bridge. 
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Gwinnett county had 26 manufacturing establishments. 
The Lawrcneeville Manufacturing Company consisteti 
of a cotton factory with 3,050 spindles and 36 looms and 
a Hour and grist mill, the wholo piopoUod by steam. 

Habersham county had 5 manufacturing establish- 
ments : Hancock, 20, one of which was a cotton mill; Har- 
ris, 73 ; Heard, 5 ; Henry, 3 ; Houston, 23 ; Jackson, 6 ; 
JaSpcr, 12, and Jones, 15. Most of these were small es- 
tablishments, such as neighborhood flour and grist mills, 
small saw mills and boot and shoemakers* shops. At 
Griswoldville in Jones county was Griswold's Cotton Gin 
Factory operated by steam. The yearly average sales 
were 900 gins worth $40,000, and saws worth $80,000. 
The material used per annum embraced 70,000 pounds of 
castings, mostly of iron, 50,000 pounds of wrought iron, 
40,000 of gin-saw cast steel, and 200,000 feet of lumber. 
The annual profits of the business were $20,000. Con- 
nected with this establishment were two saws cutting 
600,000 feet of lumber per annum. This establishment 
contained also wagon and smith shops. 

Laurens county had 6 manufacturing establishments 
in 1850; Lee county had 7, one of which was Watson's 
Cotton Gin Factory, in the village of Palmyra on ig^inch- 
afoonee creek. The machinery was run by water power 
and the products of this factory are said to have, been 
"unrivaled in performance and durability." 

Liberty county had 4 manufacturing establishments; 
Lincoln county, 13; Lowndes, 2; Madison, 3; Marion,,4; 
Mcintosh, 10, mostly in -the lumber business, one large 
mill at Daricn having five gangs of saws, with a capacity 
of 50,000 feet of lumber per day. 

Monroe county had two manufacturing establishments 
and Morgan 31, the largest of which was a cotton mUl 
in Madison, operated by steam, having 2,016 spindles 
and 26 looms, producing stripes, tickings and also spin- 
ning wool and making kerseys. 

Murray county had 25 manufactories and Muscogee ~ 
county, 30, the most important being E, T, Taylor and 
Company's cotton gin manufactory in Columbus, capable 
of manufacturing 1,500 gins per annum; the Columbus 
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Variety Works, having two saw miila and machinery foi 
making tubs, buckets, churns, etc., and a planing macbinft 
capable of planing, tonguing and grooving 7,000 feet of 
lumber per day ; the Coweta Falls Factory in Columbus ; 
the Howard Manufacturing Company in Columbus and 
the Columbus Factory, three miles from that city. In 
1850 there was being erected the Eagle Mills, completed 
in 1851, with machinery adapted to the manufacture of 
cotton and woolen goods, and at that time one of the 
greatest textile mills in Georgia, and yet a small factory 
compared with the Eagle and Phoenix Mills of 1919. 

Newton county had 23 manufacturing establishments 
in 1850, of which Newton Factory and Cedar Shoals Fac- 
tory, the latter on Yellow River, were the most important. 

Pike county had 21 manufacturing establishments : 
Pulaski, 2 and Putnam, 32, of which the Eatonton Cotton 
Factory on Little Eiver {Little Oconee) three miles west 
of Eatonton, was th^ most important. About one half 
mile east of the factory were a grist mill and a saw mill, 
each of which did a' thriving business. 

Richmond county in 1850 had 56 manufacturing estab- 
lishments and was like Muscogee, a center of the textile 
industry. The Augusta Manufacturing Company had 
two mills. Mill No. 1 contained 8,l60 spindles and 312 
looms for cotton goods. Mill No. 2 had 6,280 spindles 
and 200 looms for the manufacture of both cotton and 
woolen goods. On Spirit Creek, ten miles south of 
Augusta, was the Richmond Factory and about eight 
miles from the city was the Belleville Factory owned by 
Mr. George Schley. On Butler's Creek, seven miles from 
Augusta was a machine factory; in Augusta was The 
American Iron Foundry of Osmond and Gray, where 
iron and brass castings, railroad'car and engine wheels, 
mill and gin gearing, ploughs, water-pipes, etc., were 
manufactured. At the extensive establishment of Wm. 
H. Goodrich in Augusta doors, blinds, sashes and almost 
every kind of carpentry were manufactured. In this 
city were also the Cunningham Flour Mills, five stories 
high, operated by water power. The Warren and Col- 
man Mill, three stories high, was of granite and also 
operated by water. 
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The number of manufacturing establishments in other 
counties in Georgia in 1850 was as follows : In Stewart 
county, 36; in Sumter, 34; in Talbot, 46; in Taliaferro, 
16 ; in Tattnall, 10 ; in Telfair, 10 ; in Thomas, 6 ; in Troup, 
8 ; in Union, 3 ; in Upson, 19 ; in Walker, 1 ; in Walton, 56 ; 
in Warren, 42; in Washington, 6; in Wilkes, 9, and in 
Wilkinson, 5. 

Somewhere near the middle of the decade between 1850 
and 1860 were incorporated the Cooper Iron Works in 
Cass, now Bartow county, three miles from Oartersville 
^ on the Etowah river. This was before the war between 
the States one of the most noted manufacturing estab- 
lishments of the South and embraced a rolling mill, a 
nail factory and a flour mill built of stone with a capacitv_ 
of 300 barrels of flour per day. There were houses for 
500 laborers. The proprietor, Mark A. Cooper, was one 
of Georgia's most famous manufacturers. This splen- 
did property was blotted out during the last year of the 
war between the States and large trees now grow inside 
the ruins of the once extensive buildings. 

But Georgia today has many far greater manufactories 
than the best that she could boast in 1850. The little " 
towns of that day are now great cities and many of the 
manufacturing plants that were listed then are not 
found in .the census reports of today. 

In capital and value of products the following counties, 
arranged according to rank, stood highest in manufac-- 
tures in 1850 : Richmond, with a capital of $775,600 and 
products valued at $1,020,651 ; Muscogee, with capital of 
$713,217 and products valued at $738,580; Clarke, with 
capital of $320,350 and products to the value of $345,220; 
pibb, with capital of $138,920 and products valued at 
$533,200; Chatham, with capital of $130,550 and prod- 
ucts valued at $256,250; Upson outranked either Bibb 
or Chatham in capital, which was $174,200, but behind 
them in value of products, which was $194,195 ; Cobb 
with capital of $154,000, ahead of either Bibb or Chat- 
ham in that respect, but behind them in value of prod- 
ucts, which was $187,700; Greene, with a capital of $160,- 
699, outranking in this respect Bibb, Chatham or Cobb, 
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but behind them in its value of products, which was 
$183,897; Mcintosh, with capital of $140,150, a little 
ahead of Bibb or Chatham i^j this respect, but behind 
them in value of products, which was $172,288 ; Morgan, 
with capital of $120,106 and products worth $169,075; 
Putnam, with capital of $121,010 and products valued at 
$129,978; Hancock, with capital of $126,185 and products 
to the value of $76,064. 

Other counties that could show either capital or prod- 
ucts of $100,000 at least, were: Coweta, with capital of 
$79,190' and products worth $157,372 ; Gwinnett, with capi- 
tal of $47,200 and products worth $113,350; Houston, 
with capital of $108,200 and products worth $78,403; Jef- 
ferson, with capital of $86,800 and products valued at 
$116,450; Jones, with capital of $55,625 and products 
worth $109,664; Talbot, with a capital of $71,545 and 
products worth $147,745, and Walton, with a capital of 
$45,735 had products to the value of $124,002, besides 
articles produced in families to the value' of $59,812. 
Under the head of "produced in families" was included 
the value in each county of articles made on the family 
spindles and looms and in the blacksmith and repair 
shops found on almost every prosperous farm. Under 
this caption franklin county showed products valued at 
$105,066, Only four other counties could show articles 
produced in families of half the value of Franklin's. 
These were: Henry, with products of this class valued 
at $70,944; "Walton, with $59,812; Forsyth, with $57,162 
and Cobb, with $55,438. 

In the whole State of Georgia Ln 1850 there were 1,522 
manufacturing establishments with products valued at 
$7,082,075. If to this we add the value of articles pro- 
duced in families, which was $1,838,968, we have a total 
of $8,921,043. Of this total the value of cotton manufac- 
tures was $2,135,044 and of woolen goods $88,750. The 
Georgia capital invested in manufactures was $5,456,483. 

In the year I860 Georgia had 1,890 manufacturing es- 
tablishments or 368 more than in 1850. The capital in- 
vested, was $10,890,875. The value of products was $16,- 
925,564, The value of commodities produced in families 
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was $1,431,413, whieli added to the above fignrea, gives 
$18,356,977. Note the fact that the value oJf commodities 
produced in families had decreased since 1850 by above 
$400,000. This was due to the increase of the textile 
mills and of other improved machinery which made it 
cheaper to buy than to manufacture at home. This class 
of manufactures has in 1920 so far disappeared as to be 
no longer listed in the census reports. 

Notwithstanding the war between the States (1861- 
65), the census of 1870 showed for Georgia 3,836 manu- 
facturing establishments or 1,946 more than in 1860. The 
capital was $13,930,125 and the value of products $31,- . 
196,115. Taking the same that were leading counties, in 
1850 in capital and value of products and we find their 
report for 1860 and 1870 to be as follows : . 

Eichmond, capital for 1860, $1,657,200 and value of prod 
nets $1,362,642, while for 1870 the capital was $1,345,155 
and value of products, $2,614,405 ; Muscogee, for 1860, 
capital $808,600, and value of products, $1,409,711, whilo 
for 1870 the capital was $1,889,770 and value of prod- 
ucts, $1,856,660, and this notwithstanding the fearful de- 
struction of all manufacturing establishments in that 
county in 1865; Clarke, for 1860, capital $294,700 and 
value of products $398,838, while for 1870 .the capital 
was $501,325 and value of products, $860,720; Chatham, 
' for 1860, capital, $913,400, value of products, $1,917,357, 
and for 1870 capital $1,148,075, value of prodacts $2,- 
805,771 ; Bibb, for 1860, capital $955,131, value of prod- 
ucts $1,003,824 and for 1870 capital $805,704, value of 
products $1,497,301. 

During this decade (1860-1870) a new industry was 
developed which had its origin, where it was most needed, 
in the Southern States. This was the manufacture of ice. 
Dr. John Gorrie, who was born in Charleston, S. C, 
October 3, 1803, and died in Apalaehicola, Florida, June 
16, 1855, discovered in 1849 the process of making artifi- 
cial ice. He exhibited in 1850 a small working model of 
an ice machine, for which he obtained a patent on May 
6th, 1851. This was about eleven years before Seebee's 
ice machine was exhibited in London in 1862 by Carre & 
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Company, a French firm. Dr. Gorrie did not live long 
enough to derive any profit from his invention. A mon- 
ument to Dr. Gorrie, with appropriate inscriptions, 
stands on the public square in Apalachicola and the State 
of Florida has placed his statue among the illustrious 
sons of the Republic in Statuary Hall, in the Capitol at 
Washington. The first ice factory of commercial im- 
portance was incorporated and put in operation in New 
Orleans, Louisiana, in 1866. 

There were, in 1870, only four ice factories in the 
United States and these were confined to the Southern 
States. The census of 1880 showed 35 establishments in 
the United States for the manufacture of ice, all in the 
South except five in California and one in Missouri. By 
1889 there were 222 establishments with 2,826 wage 
earners and with products valued at $4,900,983, a very 
large increase from 1869, when there were only 4 estab- 
lishments with 97 wage earners and products valued at 
$258,250. By 1899 only 13 States reported no ice manu- 
facturing plants; in 1904 only 9; by 1909 only 7^ in 1914 
only 4, namely, Maine, New Hampshire, Vermont and 
North Dakota. In 1914 there were in the United States 
2,543 ice manufacturing establishments with 23,011 wage 
earners, a capital of $174,308,511 and products valued at 
$60,386,267. Georgia had in 1914 seventy-four such es- 
tablishments, a capital of $8,342,247 and products val- 
ued at $2,065,000. According to reports received in the 
Georgia Department of Commerce and Labor in 1919 
Georgia had 89 ice factories, with a capital of $10,- 
367,597 and products valued at $2,886,666. 

FIGURES FOR 1918. 
The number of manufacturing establishments in each 
county, in Georgia for 1850 has already been given. The 
figures for 1918, obtained in the spring of 1919, is both 
instructive and interesting: Appling, 7; Bacon, 6; Baker, 
5; Baldwin, 20; Banks, 2; Barrow,20;Bartow,29;Berrien 
8; Ben Hin,29;Bibb,87: Bleckley, 12; Brooks, 20;'Bryan, 
7; Bulloch, 21; Burke, 20; Butts, 16; Calhoun, 12; Camp- 
bell 10; Camden, 6; Candler.

There has been a steady increase in the capital invested 
and the value of manufactured products in Georgia since 
1870. After the close of the era which embraced the war 
between the States and the reconstruction period Geor- 
gia in the building of new railroads and the variety and 
growth of manufactures reasserted her right to the title 
"Empire Statp of the South." By 1900 the capital in- 
vested in manufactures had grown from $13,930,125 for 
1870 to $79,303,316, and the value of manufactured prod- 
ucts had increased from $31,196,115 to $94,532,368. In 
1905 the capital was reported as $135,211,551 and the 
value of products as $151,040,455. In 1910 these figures 
stood: Capital $202,777,665 and value of products $202,- 
863,262. In 1915 the figures were, capital $258,325,811 
and value of products $253,270,511. 

From January to May, 1919, the reports from the man- 
ufacturing industries for 1918 received by the Georgia 
Department of Commerce and Labor showed the capital 
invested in manufactures in G}«orgia to be $340,037,831.63, 
and the "value of manufactured products to be $409,295,- 
324.17. 

There were 41 counties with manufactured products 
ranging in value from one million upwards, the total of 
whose capital in manufactures was $155,857,501.62 and 
the value of whose manufactured products reached $307,- 
454,426.21. The total manufacturing capital of four of 
these counties, Fulton, Muscogee, Chatham and Bich- 
mond, amounted to $85,423,104.83 or above $6,000,000 
more than the capital thus invested in the whole State 
according to the IT. S. census report for 1900. Two of 
them, Fulton and Muscogee, reported the combined value 
of their manufactured products at $98,791,886.44 or over 
four million more than the total value of manufactures in 
Georgia according to the report of the U. S. census for 
1900. 
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The high cost of nearly all material used in manufac- 
turing in 1918 accounts in great measure for the abnormal 
increase in value of manufactured products in 1918 over 
the figures of the U. S. census for 1915. Whether the fig- 
ures of 1919, which will be the basis for the report of the 
U. S. census for 1920, will measure up to those for 1918, 
which were due largely to war conditions, cannot for the 
present be determined. But the reports for 1918 show 
that Georgia manufacturers, whether capitalists or la- 
borers, did not lag behind any other class of industrial 
workers in earnest endeavor to do their part in promoting 
the prosperity of our country, thereby helping to win the 
great world war. 

THE COTTON SEED OIL INDUSTRY. 

There were early hints of what might be done with 
cotton seed, besides the raising of cotton for the lint. As 
early as 1770 some Moravians at Bethlehem, Pa., put on 
exhibition oil from cotton seed. But this discovery 
made no serious impression at the time. The invention of 
the cotton gin by Eli Whitney in 1792 turned the attention 
of the world to the production of the lint and its manu- 
facture into yam and cloth. For a long time the average 
farmer regarded the seed as useless for anything but re- 
planting, after which the remainder was destroyed. The 
late Hon. James Callaway, of Macon, one of Georgia's 
best historians and writers, is authority for the state- 
ment that Henry O. Fuqua, of Laurens county, Georgia, 
was the first person of record to discover the value of 
cotton seed as a fertilizer and that this discovery was 
by accident. 

The Hammond Hand Book of South Carolina, an official 
publication issued in 1882, shows complete and exact rec- 
ords of an oil mill erected in 1802 at Columbia, S. C, by 
Benjamin Warring, who obtained one gallon of oil from 
one bushel of cotton seed. This plant, after being oper- 
ated for a while, failed and was forgotten. 

James Hamilton Couper, of a noted Georgia family, 
and whose father sleeps in the cemetery at Frederica, 
the favorite home of Oglethorpe, on St. Simon's Island, 
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on the Georgia coast, began about 1834 at Natchez, Mis-, 
siasippi, the first cotton seed oil mill in the United 
States to become a real commercial proposition and 
turned out its first products in 1836. Mr. Couper met 
with enough success to establish another mill at Mobile, 
Alabama. The lack of financial strength caused the fail- 
ure of both of those enterprises, but not until they had 
given a hint of what might some day be accomplished. 

Important discoveries have often been made and their 
feasibility als business propositions so clearly demon- 
strated as to convuice a few with foresight clear ahead of 
their times long before men are found, who possess at the 
same time, the wisdom, courage and financial strength 
to push them to complete success. Mr. Edward Atkin- 
son, of Brookline, Massachusetts, who was bom in 1827 
and died in 1905, and was the author of many pamphlets 
and some extensive works upon economic subjects, de- 
clared in 1861 that cotton seed would upon proper trial 
prove to be worth, outside of the lint, millions of dollars. 
But the war between the States and the reconstruction 
period halted for a time many a useful enterprise. Even 
as late as 1880 there was one cotton seed oil mill in 
Georgia but none in South Carolina. But before _ the 
working season of 1882 began five new cotton seed oil 
mills had been established in Georgia and three in South 
Carolina. The new industry had come to stay. Since 
then its progress has been rapid and its profits secure. 
Georgia could show in 1890 seventeen cotton seed oil mills 
with a total capital of $992,101, cost of material $1,298,- 
421 and products valued at $1,670,] 96. The number of 
active cottpn seed oil mills in Georgia in 1900 was 52 with 
a capital of $2,500,000, paying for cotton seed $5,000,000 
and with products worth $14,000,000. The census of 1910 
gave Georgia 142 cotton seed oil mills with capital of $12,- 
720,146, the cost of cotton seed $11,000,000 and products 
valued at $23,610,779. The cotton seed oil mills in Geor- 
gia for the entire season of 1918 were 177. According to 
bulletins from Washington, D. C, the operations of these 
plants from August 31st, 1917, to July 31st, 1918, were as 
follows: Capital and investment, not including value of 
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raw material and amount paid for wages, $23,000,000; 
tons of cotton seed crushed, 764,457 ; eost- of cotton seed 
oroshed, $54,949,169.16 ; wages paid to all employees, $1,- 
651,000; total paid- for cotton seed and wages, $56,600,169. 
The manufactured products and their value were thus 
reported, 32,599,000 gallons of crude oil, valued at $40,- 
,781,000 ; 366,000 tons of cake and cotton seed meal, valued 
at $16,273,000; 180,000 tons of hulls, valued at $3,652,- 
000 ; 186,655 hales of linters estimated each at 500 pounds 
net and valued at $4,806,000, of all which values the grand ' 
total was $64,912,000. The amount of cotton seed crushed 
from August 1st, 1917, to January 31st, 1918, was 461,- 
415 tons and from August 1st, 1918, to January 31st, 1919, 
, was 467,658 tons. The amount crashed in Georgia from 
August 1st, 1918, to July 31st, 1919, was 831,974 tons, as 
compared with.. 764,457 for the corresponding period of 
the previous season. 

COMMERCIAL FEBTILIZEE8. 

Fertilization has been practiced by agriculturists from 
time immemorial, but the commercial fertilizer industry 
in the United States in any large proportions is but little 
more than a half century old. In the decade from 1850 
to 1860 there was growing up a considerable trade in sea- 
fowl or Peruvian guano and in fertilizers manufactured 
from the phosphate beds along the Carolina coast. The 
comparatively few fertilizer factories of the United 
States turned out in 1859 products to the value of $891,- 
344, in 1869 to the value of $5,515,118, which increased 
to $23,650,759 in 1879, to $39,180,844 in 1889, to $44,657,- 
385 in 1899 and to $103,960,213 in 1909. The sale of fer- 
tilizers in the United States including importations 
amounted to $114,883,000. 

Fertilizer factories were not listed among Georgia 
manufactories until 1870 when there were reported six 
establishments with a capital of $51,500, raw material to 
the value of $80,022 and products valued at $163,950. 
This industry has had a wonderful growth in Georgia 
which State outranks all others in the Union in this line 
of manufactures. During the year ending December 31st, 
33 
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1918, there were in operation in Georgia 248 fertilizer 
factories and mixing plants with a capital and investment 
of $48,000,000, paying $36,000,000 for raw material and 
turning out products to the value of $43,000,000. 

THE AUTOMOBILE. 

One of the moat useful of the latest inventions is the 
automobile. After many efforts to perfect a horseless 
vehicle that could serve the purpose of travel and trans- 
portation over city streets and country roads and after 
repeated failures the wished-for success was a-ttaJned 
and the manufacture of automobiles in 1895 assumed the 
character of a regular industry. By 1899 there were in 
the United States 3,700 automobiles, which by 3909 bad 
increased to 11,000 and in 1916 to 1,200,000, Including 
32,000 electric carriages and 13,000 electric trucks. They 
have almost run off the city streets the vehicles drawn by 
horses and compete with them for pleasure, traffic and 
transportation* on country roads and even for work upon 
the farms. The garages and shops for the sale of auto - 
mobile supplies are familiar sights in our cities today. 
The number of shops that dealt in automobile supplies 
and did automobile repair work in Georgia was seven- 
teen, when in 1914 the bureau of the United States census 
was gathering statistics for the bulletin on Georgia man- 
ufactures, which was published in 1917. In June, 1919, 
the number of such establishments in Georgia was 730. " 

Among the manufactories of Georgia in Atlanta (1919) 
are the Hanson Auto Company, whicff'manufaetures in 
Atlanta automobile cars for travel and pleasure, and 
The WilHngham Motor Truck Company, which is kept 
busy turning out the best class of motor trucks. The 
day is rapidly approaching when automobile factories 
will be as common in Georgia as are now the establish- 
ments for the making of buggies, carriages and other 
vehicles. The building of aeroplanes will doubtless soon 
' be another of Georgia's manufactures.
